Specification 



2. Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent and should 
include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the patent is of a basic nature, the 
entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the abstract should be directed to the entire 
disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an improvement in an old apparatus, process, product, or 
composition, the abstract should include the technical disclosure of the improvement. In certain patents, 
particularly those for compounds and compositions, wherein the process for making and/or the use 
thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set forth a process for making and/or use thereof. If the new 
technical disclosure involves modifications or alternatives, the abstract should mention by way of example 
the prefenred modification or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of the invention and 
should not compare the invention with the prior art. 

Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: 

(1) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use; 

(4) if a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or 
composition of matter, or any new and useful Improvement thereof, may obtain a patent 
therefor, subject to the conditions and requires of this title. 

5. Claims 49-67 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to non- 
statutory subject matter. For a claimed invention to be statutory, the claimed invention must produce a 
useful, concrete, and tangible result. In the present case, the claims do not constitute statutory subject 
matter they do not produce a concrete result. The limitation of the "introduction period of time is below a 
human's conscious perception threshold" is not a concrete idea, as each human has a varying "conscious 
perception threshold". 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 49-67 have been considered but are moot in view of 
the new ground(s) of rejection.
